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1» The airfield lies south of the road between the iUskunlaozhdza railroad station 
and the town, It 1 b 1,600 m from east to west, and about 2,000 m from north to 
south. The prevailing winds are northeast-southwest and the runway is set in that 
direotion. The surrounding ground is flat with only a few building surrounded 
by groups of, trees. The ground is a loam, overgrown with grass. The runway Is 
1,200 m long, 50 m wide, with a thickness of 40 to 50 om. A concrete apron in 
front of the hangars is 20 to 30 cm thick. 


2. Radar and gonlometrio stations are in the building north of the command building. 
Construction work was finished during the summer of 1953. 

3. There are guards at the entrance and over the depots during the day. During the 
night regular patrols are added, 


4. The field is oocupled by t Soviet training unit. The men are 17 to 20 years old; 
they came to the field in Apr 1953. They do not go out into the neighboring 
villages.
